German state church. 

The Atlanta minister, who heard 
Hitler’s address at the funeral of for- 
mer President von Hindenburg, said 
the nazi chieftain had promised to 
carry out the Christian principles of 
the dead leader and showed such sin- 
cerity in making the promises that 
he did not believe Hitler could be so 
great a hypocrite as to so vehemently 
promise what he did not intend to 
carry out, i ;

ON TRIAL IN HIS ADOPTED STATE 


By Robert S. Allen and Drew Pearson in “Washington Merry- 
Go-Round.”’ 


WASHINGTON, August 24.—Of all state con- 
tests raging throughout the country this year, there 
are two over which President Roosevelt is keeping a 
close and personal watch. 


First in his interest is the race in New York—his 
native state—where his warm and personal choice, 
Governor Herbert*Lehman, is up for re-election. 


Second is the furious gubernatorial jangle now at 
its height in that state referred to by the President as 
“my second home,’’ famous for its watermelons and 
its peaches, and last year not so favorably known for 
the demagogic buffooneries of Governor ‘“Gene”’ 
Talmadge. 


The President’s lively concern in the Georgia melee 
arises not only from the fact that it was its curative 
waters which helped restore him to health, and that 
he owns a home and farm there. 


There is a close political and personal reason. He 
has been made the issue of the campaign. 


“Talmadge or Roosevelt” is the cry that has been 
raised all over the state. 


And in Georgia, where the President is revered 
with a fierce loyalty, this is a serious matter. 


Talmadge and his chief opponent, Circuit Judge 
Claude Pittman, of Cartersville, are, of course, both 
Democrats. In Georgia, as in most Southern states, 
the Democratic nomination is equivalent to election. 


HUEY LONGISM. 


But as a Democrat, ‘‘Gene’s”’ attitude toward the 
New Deal has savored strong of Huey Longism. 


Talmadge has sneeringly ridiculed the administra- 
tion’s agricultural policies. He has berated the NRA, 
made flip remarks about the Brain Trust. 


Last winter he undertook to set himself up as dic- 
tator of FERA grants to Georgia. But in this ambition 
he came a sad cropper. 


Lean, two-fisted FERA boss, Harry Hopkins, 
cracked down on him. Bruskly he removed all funds 
from the governor’s jurisdiction, appointed his own 
administrator. 


Talmadge’s affinity to the Louisiana Kingfish ex- 
tends not merely to this political sniping of the na- 


tional administration. There are other strong simi- 


larities. 


Talmadge affects the Louisianian’s ranting style 
of oratory, his flamboyant demagogic promises. When 
he makes a spiel-he sheds his coat to display a pair 
of red galluses, and bellows for a “distribution of 
wealth.” 


Last spring, he struck a pose of being homesick 


for the smells and sounds of the farm, built a barn 


in the rear of the mansion and grazed his cows on 
its velvety lawns. 


All this has been meat for his opponent, Judge 
Pittman. 


“It is Gene Talmadge or President Roosevelt,” 
Pittman tells his audiences, and the refrain is finally 
getting under Talmadge’s skin. 


Despite his hostile acts and outbursts against the 
administration, Talmadge insists that he is a warm 
supporter of the President. But the record is against 
him. 

TURNDOWN. 
So last week he resorted to a desperate expedient. 


By night plane he rushed to the Capital one of 
his banker friends, Ryburn Clay, president of Atlanta’s 
Fulton National Bank. For despite Gene’s insistence 
about being “the poor man’s friend,” some of his

The Atlanta minister talked to 
Germans and Frenchmen in all walks 
of life, he said. and among the aver- 
age citizens he found no desire to war. 
They realized, he said, that war only 
brings further economic § difficulties 
and they still had enough from the 
last conflict. If war should come it 
would be from influence of munitions 
makers and others who would profit 
but he does not believe there is enough 
available money in western Europe to 
promote another conflict, 

Dr. Newton declared he was only 
reporting observations made through 
both gountries since he is not a “paci- 
fist” and helieves a country should 
defend ‘tself from an aggressive war 
Against it. 

The students of Germany, so often 
reported as warlike, do not want their 
country in another war, he said, and 
would have to be forced to fight. 

The people of Germany, he found, 
believed they were forced to accept 
Hitler or communism and are now 
backing him becanse they see no other 
way out of economic § difficulties. 
“They do not know where they are 
going but hope every day will see 
their country in a stronger position,” 
he said.

Their figures of stocks on hand are never made public, but are 
circulated privately among leaders in the trade. These show that 
cotton textile manufacturers had on hand a few days ago. enough 
finished gray goods to supply demand for a normal month. 

In fact, their stocks are so high that they would probably have 
sought a continuance of the NRA order curtailing code production, 
had they not suspected a strike was coming. 

Furthermore, the old order curtailing production expired last 
Saturday. So they have a week of unlimited production now at 
hand before the strike breaks. If they operat: at capacity, they 
can boost production 33 1-3 per cent above what it has been, thus 
piling up additional stocks. 
DANGERS These manufacturing stocks are at least equaled by 

additional stocks in the hands of the garment mak- 
ers, dvers, retailers et al.” (The gray goods include only those 
which have not yet been dyed.) 

This means that, as far as the public is concerned, there is at 
least a two-month supply of cotton goods at hand for the strike. 
The price probably will go up, but not very much, unless the silk, 
woolen and rayon workers also walk out. In that possibility lies 
the main importance of the strike, both to the industry and the 

ublic. . 
‘ If silk, woolen and rayon goods continue to be manufactured, 
the average buyer automatically will accept these substitutes. Habits 
thus formed sometimes remain after strikes are over. The experi- 
ence in the coal industry ten years ago is proof of that. Repeated 
strikes encouraged the developments of substitutes, so that the coal 
operators never have recovered their markets, even to this day.

The One Who Must Pay for the Wreck Has | 
The Right To Forbid Foolish Driving 


By Robert Quillen : 


When free people are doing anything that must inevitably lead to 
their ruin, they resent and resist any government effort to make them 


be sensible. 


But when folly has finished them, they turn to the government— 


| which means the whole people—and say: “It is your business to save us.” 


Since that happens more and more frequently and the cost to tax- 
payers mounts higher and higher, the people must soon find an answer to 
this question: “If we have an obligation to save the victims of folly, have 
we not also the right to restrain those who would do foolish things?” 

Consider, for example, the man who woutd build a shirt factory. 

He knows the shirt business; he knows there is money in it. All he 
needs is the capital to build and equip a factory, and then, assuming that 


product, he will make himself rich. 


Now there are two methods by which he can get the capital he needs. 


He can Sell stock or borrow from banks. 


other people’s money. 


In either case he will be using 


So he gets the money and builds the factory and then he makes 
a dreadful discovery. The country already has ten times the number of 


shirt factories it needs. 


He can't sell his product. Or, if he does sell it, he takes business 


from another factory. 


If he can’t sell shirts, he goes broke. 


If he does 


sell shirts, he helps to break the other fellow. 


In either case, banks or stockholders take the loss. 


By building a 


factory that wasn’t needed, the man lost other people’s money. 


He has a right to lose his own, perhaps. 


But why shouldn’t the law 


forbid the borrowing of other people’s money to engage in unnecessary 


production? 


For that matter, why shouldn’t the law—the whole people—forbid 
the building of any plant for additional production unless a national 


check-up shows that it is needed? 


Surely the man who must pay the piper has a right to call the tune.

FOREST FIRE HAZARDS 


WORST OF 3 YEARS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—(4/)— 
The forest service reported today the 
worst fire hazard conditions in west- 
ern national forests in many years. 

Since January 1, 7,785 fires have 
occurred, of which 900 came during 
the first ten days of August. Fires 
have burned 311,594 acres of timber 
and have cost the government $1,088,- 
911 in fighting costs. 

During 1931, a year comparable 
for bad fire conditions, acreage 
burned during the similar period was 
384,000 acres and cost $2,074,224. 

Existing fire situations today are 
generally worse than on the same date 
in 1931, but the improved record, of 
control is credited by officials to bet- 
ter communication and large num- 
bers of trained men available, includ- 
ing CCC workers.

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Aug. 28.— 
| (P)\—President Roosevelt today studied 
an intimate report on the involved 
FMuropean economic situation, termed

AUSTRIAN POLICE 
INL. GUARDSMEN 


Raid on Heimwehr Bar- 
racks Starts Rumors of 
New Civil Strife. 


VIENNA, Aug. 28.—()—Steel- 
helmeted policemen tonight stood 
guard about heimwehr barracks in 
the Floridsdorf section of Vienna. 
but the government formally denied 
reports that there had been hand-to- 
hand fighting between the two forces. 

Officials admitted privately.- how- 
ever, that there was real trouble be- 
fween two groups of the heimwehr, 
the fascist iron guard headed by 


Jealousy and suspicion existing be- 
tween Vienna heimwehr detachments 
and those of the lower Anstrian 
provinces was said to be at the hot- 
tom of the difficulties which led to 
today’s spectacular raid, conducted 
by emergency police froces, on the 
heimwehr barracks. 

Men of both groups, it was said. 
were stationed in the Floridsdorf 
buildings, and the police action, which 
was followed by the arrest of numbers 
of heimwehrmen, was described as 
preventive in nature. 

The immediate cause of the raid 
was the demand by proVincial heim- 
wehrmen that the Viennese command- 
er of the barracks should be replaced 
by a heimwehr, it was said. 

There were reports, adding to its | 


confusion, that other military units 
had charged the heimwehrmen with | 
being “untrustworthy and traitors.” | 

Already wracked bv last February's | 
socialist rebellion and the nazi nutsch | 
in Julv which brought. death to 
Chancellor Engelbert Dollifuss, the 
capital wondered if the new trouble 
presaged further civil strife. 

Many tonight were willing to pre- 
diet another putsch shortly, this time 
by the heimwehr. 

The Floridsdorf section, former so- 
cialist center, was taken over by 
armed militiamen following the so- 
cialists’ unsuccessful uprising in 
February.

protect ‘the public from their rav- 
ages. 

He denounced the “lawyer crimi- 
nal” as an.offensive creature who ad- 
vises clients how to commit crimes 
with the minimum of risk. 

Crime Encouragers Hit. 

“It is manifestly proper to endea- 
vor in good faith to direct a client's 
conduct so as not to violate the law,” 
he continued, “but it is quite another 
matter and most reprehensible for a 
lawyer, criminal or corporation, to ad- 
vise clients how to proceed, with the 


least possible risk, to do that which 
the lawyer then knows constitutes a 
crime—any kindof crime—under the 
law of the land.” 

Here he called for a house clean- 
ing, saying: ; 

“We are all suffering. Our influ- 
ence is minimized, our honesty doubt- 
ed, and our leadership repudiated, all 
because of the sins of a relatively few 
of our brethren. Let us no longer 
delay the already too long deferred

So, 
on his return, he promptly cleaned up 
the Longwood bowl and the Newport 
tournaments, just to show everyone 
that he was not too old to win from 
the best and that his injured ankle 
had fully recovered. 

Now, if Wilmer could win the Long- 
wood bowl and Newport invitation, 
after a hasty trip to Europe, he must 
be playing excellent tennis. And he 
has had no undue mental strain for 
many weeks, since his ankie hag kept 
him out of the game.

When things are 
going well, he can play devastating 
shots from anywhere, and he executes 
these shots with an easy, flowing 
style. But I believe he takes the 
ball too late for singles and so elimi- 
nates the element of surprise which 
is a great faétor. 

But, when things do not seem: to 


be going well, Johnny is likely to be- 
come a little downcast. While he | 
still remains a thorough sportsman, | 
he just gets a teeny bit downcast | 
and needs bucking up. That's where 
Wilmer Allison and George Lott used | 
to come in in doubles—they could keep 
him up to the mark. 

If Johnny strikes one of these down- 
cast periods during the singles cham- 
pionship, he is likely to get into a 
difficult situation. 

As a stroke player, Johnny has 
some of the best produced drives in 
the country of that particular style.

While London and Paris army men 
tended to differ with the opinion 
Italian military authorities expressed 
today to the effect that trench war- 
fare was obsolete, Great Britain and 
France, nevertheless, went: forward 
with Italy in efforts to speed up the 
movement of troops. : 

The League of. Nations” armament 
yearbook published at Gerieva today 
estimated that the world spent be- 
tween $3,471,000,000 and $4,399.000,- 
000 gold for armaments in 1933. 

A great part of this, army men 
agreed, went for tanks, airplanes and 
other fast fighting machines designed 
to wage war at maximum velocity. 

Calculating the results of the recent 
army maneuvers, Premier Benito
